Another Story Say« on Bald Knob. 


Hero is an interesting account of tho form- 


ing of tho Bald Knobbors, that mysterious 
oath bound society that has so long terrorized 
Missouri. It forms part of The New York 
Sun's comprehensive history of tho order and 
is specially timely hi view of the recent cut- 
ting of tho walls of Ozork jail, wherein were 
confined four Bald Kuobbers condemned to 


tho other at the end of a rope. There was a 
belt put around my neck, representing a ropo, 
and a pistol put to my breast, and I was told 
to hold my right hand up and put iny left 
band on my heart, and then tho pledge was 
administered." 


Tho oath alone was tho product of Lawyer 


Brown. The claptrap ceremony was devised 
by Capt. Kinney, who very well knew what 
would make the deepest impression on the 
minds of tho mountaineers. Having taken 
tho oath, tho assembly then considered what 
name they should adopt. It is said that Mr. 
J. R. Van Zandt, who had been a member of 
tho state legislature, proposed the namo of 
Bald Knobbers, taking tho idea from tho 
bald peak on which they were standing. Ttis 
suggestion was adopted by vociferous accla- 
mation.

ORGANIZED AS A SECRET SOCEIiTY.

"Aye" of the members. 
This was tho second 


time they had agreed to organize. 


Lawyer Brown then brought out tho oati 


ho had prepared and read it over aloud. I( 
was approved by all. Then tho men joined 
hands in groups of thirteen each and repeated 
it as follows: 


THE OATH. 


Do you, 
intte presence of God and these wit- 


nesses, solemnly swear that you will never reveal 
any of the secrets of tills order, nor communicate 
any part of ft io any person or persons hi the 
known world, unless you are satisfied by a strict 
test, or In some legal way, 
that they are lawfully 


entitled to receive them; that you will conform 
and abide by the rules and regulations of tola 
order, and obey all orders of your superior officers 
or any brother officer under whose jurisdiction 
you may beat tho tune attached; nor will you 
propose for membership or sanction the admis.* 
sion of any one whom you havo reason to believe 
is not worthy of being a member, nor will you 
oppose tho admission of any one solely on a 
personal matter. 
You shall report all theft 


that 
is mado known to you, and 
not 


leave any unrt'ported on account of his being a 
blood relation of yours; nor wlU you willfully re- 
port nnv one through personal enmity. You 
shall recognize and answer all signs made by 
law- 


ful brothers, and render Ulern such assistance as 
they may be in need of, so far as you are able or 
the interest of your family will permit; nor will 
you willfully wrong or defraud a brother, or per- 
mit it If hi your power to prevent It. Should you 
willfully and knowingly violate this oath hi any 
way, 
you subject yourself to the jurisdiction of 


twelve members of this order, even if then- decj- 
aloTi should be to hang you by the neck antil you 
are dead, dead, dead. So help mo God. 


Although these charter members took ths 


oath while clasping hands, those subsequently 
initiated had a different sort of ceremony. 
Charles Graves, a member of the Christian 
county branch of the order, testified under 
oath that when he was initiated he was told, 
before taking the oath, that once in the order 
there wero but two ways to get out of it. 


"Ono way was at tho muzzle of a Run ancj 


"Your bell." That was tho original answerj 
but "My boll" was subsequently used alto- 
gether. 


The flrst rule for tho governing of tho order 


proposed by Copt. Kinney was that nothing 
should thereafter bo written. No mark or 
written sign was over made after tho oath 
had been committed to memory and tho writ- 
ten document destroyed. The next rule «•«• 
that when anything was to bo done by tho 
original organization or by any of its branches 
tha matter had flrst to be referred to the chief 
of tho county organization, who was to lay it 
before a council of five, and thus tho course 
to bo pursued was adopted. This rule very 
quickly fell into disuse, however, and a ma- 
jority vote of those present decided what 
should bo done. 


When work had to bo dono masks wore

Tho art of smuggling has flourished on 'Mils i 


groeri earth BO long that its origin and the j 
identity of tliofiist smuggler aro lost in ob- ' 
scurity. It would be interesting if from the 
records and traditions of the past could be 
gleaned some facts about tho first contra- i 
bandist, and to compare his probably clumsy 
methods with tho really admirable modos of 
action pursued by the thousands of contra- j 
bar.d maniac-! of today. 


Timo was when your genuine contraband- 


ist—one operating on tho coast of England, 
for iustauco—had to bo a man of unlimited 
7rcrve, great physical endurance, not over- 
much conscience and tho ability to use a 
sharp pair of eyes on a dark night. For in 
those days smuggling was as dangerous as 
housobrcaking is now. A smuggling vessel 
from Franco, in order to escape detection, had 
to put in on a bare, wild part of the coast of 
England with her contraband goods and ran 
tho ris>ks of the not infrequent dangers of 
•rind and wave. It was necessary to choose a 
dark night, perhaps a cloudy ono, for a land- 
ing, and to tho cautious smuggler of a hun- 
dred years ago the light of tho full, round 
moon, n blessing and a protection to honestor 
sailors, was quite as thwarting as tho glare 
of tho noonday sun. 


If the smugglers managed to land their 


casks of brandy, cigars or laces without being 
observed by tlio lynx eyed coast guards, 
whose duty it was to patrol tho shore, up and 
down, through tho long night, then all well 
and good, hut it ono of tho watchful guards 
caught them in tho act, as was very often the 
case, it was a serious thing for them. 


They would see a rod sheet of flame sud- 


denly shoot with a hissing noiso into tho 
black night and drop into the sea. It was 
the guard's signal. In what seemed a mirac- 
ulously short timo there would como run- 
ning from all directions tho inconveniently 
observant coast guards—men chosen for their 
rugged honesty, and equally as fearless and 
determined as the smugglers. They would 
find themselves surrounded, staring into tho 
muzilcs of cocked guns.

Few of the smugglers of today aro steel 


muscled, hairy breasted giants; fow would 
know bow to handle a weapon if necessity de- 
manded it; of dangerous night encounters 
fow of them havo any knowledge; o£ coast 
guards most of them aro densely ignorant. 
Nearly all that sort of thing has long ago 
passed away. On tbo coast of Now Jersey 
and Maine, perhaps of a fow other states, you 
•will occasionally bear of \vino and cigar 
smuggling, but it becomes rarer. 


In short, nearly all of tlio smuggling of this 


last quarter of tho Nineteenth century is done 
in broad daylight. And this in spito of oil 
tho precautions and restrictions devised by 
ono of tho most inventive and thorough cus- 
toms sorvicos in tho world. It is impossible 
to squelch smuggling. Bulky books of rules 
can bo made and tlirico the force of inspec- 
tors aud inspectrcsses bo employed in tbo cus- 
toms, but tho amount of smuggling can only 
bo reduced, never altogether stopped. The 
professional smugglers always seem to bo 
ablo to outwit tho customs officers. 
Espe- 


cially is tins tho case with respect to the pro- 
fessional je«-elry smugglers. Tho majority 
of these are French women, and tho schemes 
they concoct to conceal diamonds about 
their persons aro worthy the ingenuity of 
Japanese puzzle inventors. The place of con- 
cealing diamonds which was once inoro used 
than any other was in tho high hocl of a natty 
French suoc. Tbeso shoes wero made in Paris, 
and tho heel could bo screwed on and off at 
pleasure. 
The number of diamonds they 


would hold was surprising, and for many years 
tho scheme was worked with great success.

distributed among his trunks, and with a 
small douceur ho gets them through tho cus- 
tom house. Ho distributes them among his 
friends, who warmly congratulate him upon 
his cleverness, and Charley feels gleefully 
proud and immensely pleased with himself. 


Even men who have never smuggled in 


their lives try to make people believe that 
they do. Enter a club smoking room. Note 
with what pride your juvenile host offers you 
a cigarette of tho finest Turkish tobacco. 
"Tobacco, dear boy," ho says, "that would 
be cheap at ten dollars a pound."

Coloring Agates. 


A suitable agate, after being thoroughly 


dried, is immersed in a mixture of honey 
and water or in olivo oil, aud kept thus at 
least three daj-s, exposed to a moderato heat. 
It is then washed, dried and put in a vessel 
containing enough sulphuric acid to cover it. 
The vessel is thereafter exposed to a gentle 
heat for a varying number of hours, when 
tho porous layers are found to have become 
much darker in color. Tho reason of this is 
that these layers, having become saturated 
with oil, aro acted upon by the sulphuric 
acid, which decomposes tho sugary or oily 
constituent, and forms in its place a deposit 
of carbon. It is in this way that banded 
agate is converted into tho onyx, with its 
black and white layers, used In t'ie produc- 
tion of cameos and intaglios. 


Exposure to strong sunlight was long ago 


found to give a reddish tint to gray colored 
agates, and this suggested the burning of 
such stones so as to convert them into car- 
nelians. At Oberstein, likely stones for this 
purpose ore first dried thoroughly, then sat- 
urated in sulphuric acid and afterward ex- 
posed in on earthenware crucible to red heat. 
They are allowed to cool slowly, and are 
then seen to bo of a light red color. Not 
content with imitating the rarer natural va- 
rieties of agate, such as onyx and cornelian, 
German manufacturers have taken to stain- 
ing agates blue, and all other sorts of colon 
unknown to the natural stone. Aniline dyes, 
as unnatural as they are fugitive, have also 
lately been used for agate staining.—Jewel- 
ler's Review.
